After Dr. Armitage’s death 1890, the as- 
sociation was liberally financed Mrs.

“The design department concerned with 
the embossing maps and diagrams and the 
constructions models for schools.

“The Inventions and Research Committee 
consists number experts whose duty 
deal with all new ideas appliances for 
the use blind people, and also take 
any suggestions new fields activity where 
blind workers are concerned.” 

Shortly after the new building was begun, 
Dr. McHardy died, and Sir Arthur Pearson 
became president and treasurer. Failing sight 
caused him give active business, and 
devoted his time and energies the blind.

war led him give his powerful aid raising 
large sums for the Prince Wales Fund, 
Cross and other war charities. The return 
the first blinded soldiers gave Sir Arthur 
new field work. did not lessen his advo- 
cacy the needs the National Institute for 
the Blind, but rather increased it. The public- 
ity attending the appeals for blinded soldiers, 
which Sir Arthur knew well how secure, 
was made minister the assistance all 
blind persons through the National Institute 
for the Blind.

important part the Institute’s work 
its “School Massage.” This branch in- 
cludes school, massage library, and after-care 
department. The course from eighteen 
months two years. During training, the 
students receive gratis all textbooks. The mas- 
sage library, under the care Dr. Lloyd 
Johnson, blind man who has for many years 
compiled and edited books for this depart- 
ment. All the students take the examination 
the “Incorporated Society Masage.” Re- 
cently one the blind soldiers passed the 
head three hundred candidates. 


should added that great credit due 
Dr. Little, one the founders the “Na- 
tional Institute Massage,” for making the 
occupation possibility for the blind. per- 
sonally trained blind students, and lived see 


them holding remunerative appointments. Dr. 
Little was always careful take blind pupils 
probation, realized that blind mas 
seurs needed other qualifications beside theo- 
retical knowledge. Upon his death, his “School 
for Teaching Massage the Blind” passed 
the National Institute for the Blind. 

Upon the death Dr. William Moon, his 
daughter Miss Adelaide Moon carried the 
printing establishment Brighton. Just be- 
fore her death, the work was taken over 
the National Institute for the Blind. The 
London Home Teaching Society now asso- 
ciated with the National Institute for the 
Blind. This society employs blind teachers 
who add instruction home occupations. 

Having studied the system after-care 
Saxony, Dr. Armitage earnestly desired 
see some form after-care instituted Eng- 
land. The Society which founded has now 
after-care department. The agents the 
National Institute for the Blind visit those 
who appeal them, and provide substantial 
help, either the form training, medical 
surgical aid, seaside holidays, pensions. The 
partment furnishes raw material and sells the 
finished product. The sales 1919 realized 
sales 1919 realized the sum £12,468, the 
blind worker receiving the full retail price. 

The National Institute for the Blind has 
opened home the country for blind babies, 
school for 100 feeble-minded near Birming- 
ham, and secondary school for girls. 
number desirable properties have been 
placed its disposal for convalescent holi- 
day homes. has residential club for the 
blind girls its employ, welfare department 
and sports club. has given liberal donations 
the Royal Normal College and Worcester 
College. The revenue for the last fifteen 
months was over $1,300,000.00, exclusive 
the money raised for “St. Dunstan’s Hostel for 
Blinded Soldiers.” its large produc- 
tion embossed books and appliances for the 
blind, the National Institute covers much 
the work State commission. Its manifold 
activities and the large sums. money ob- 
tained from charitable sources for their sup- 
port striking testimony the zeal its 
president, secretary general, 
committee. 


St. Dunstan’s Hostel for Blinded Soldiers 
and Sailors closely connected with the Na- 
tional Institute for the Blind. would require

LIBRARIES 


libraries are essential for the seeing, they 
are far more necessary for the blind, the 
size and number volumes embossed 
copy any work, render impossible for 
ordinary blind person give them house- 
room. Yet reading great source en- 
joyment the blind. Said blinded soldier, 
“When feel blind pick book, and 
stick it, and concentrate, begin lose 
remembrance and live the story and among 
the people. more like the seeing world 
than anything else do.” 

was mentioned previously, books were 
circulated the Home Teaching Societies 
and the London center had 7,000 volumes. 
Some public libraries had few embossed 
books their shelves. But the first inde- 
pendent “Lending Library” owes its origin 
the humble efforts Miss Arnold, blind 
lady, living Hampstead. She obtained 
grant £25 from the Gardner Trust 1882. 
From small room that London suburb, 
she lent books her blind neighbors for one 
penny week. From that little seed has 
grown huge tree extending its branches 
the confines the British Empire. Miss 
Arnold’s efforts attracted the notice many 
friends, and before her death the Library was 
greatly enlarged, moved more commodious 
quarters Bayswater, and incorporated 
“National Lending Library.” When the Car- 
negie Trust gave the National Institute for 
the Blind large annual sum for printing, 
they stipulated thirty copies each book 
should given the National 
brary. Realizing that the Bayswater prem- 
ises would soon full overflowing, the 
Carnegie Trust purchased for the Library 
fine building Westminster Abbey, 
formerly the property “The Architects’ 
Association.” They made further grant 
fit for Library purposes. The National 
Institute for the Blind handed over 8,000 
books the Home Teaching 
sides the books issued through the Carnegie 
Printing Fund, the National Institute for the 
Blind gives copies all its pamphlets, music, 
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newspapers, and magazines. The Printing Of- 
fice the Edinburgh School presents six copies 
the books printed Craigmillar. large 
embossed Library Manchester was amalga- 
mated northern branch, and the Carnegie 
Trust housed that permanent home. 
arrangement with the Paris Library furnishes 
supply new French books. The shelves 
the National Lending Library contain many 
French, German, Greek, Latin, Hebrew, Italian 
and Esparanto books. The Library owns 
7,000 complete works 63,000 volumes, 4,330 
musical books 9,000 volumes. The Man- 
chester branch has 12,000 volumes There are 
102 public libraries that have regular consign- 
ments for distribution among the blind 
their town city. The librarian says, “We 
gladly welcome the co-operation 
libraries, feeling strongly that one 
the few rights citizenship that the blind 
man can exercise, and good for him 
feel that citizen and part the com- 
munity.” 

Seventy-four schools societies have 
regular consignments, including some the 
colonies. The annual circulation 95,470 vol- 
umes, and the daily circulation high 
672. there were free postage, the 
United States and Canada, would increase. 
paid assistant supplies new embossed mu- 
sic, required. For many years band 
500 voluntary writers have provided hand- 
made copies up-to-date literature. Last 
year their work was represented 1,000 vol- 
umes. thought the number would 
duced during the war account Red 
Cross and other war work, the return 
the first blinded soldiers stimulated the ladies 
greater effort. One hundred 
them did all the Braille teaching St. 
Dunstan’s. The Library will not accept in- 
correct Braille, and these ladies first take 
correspondence-course writing. should 
like enlarge the faithfulness with which 
English women perform any voluntary chari- 
table work they undertake. they arrange 
each week finds them there, with the regu- 
larity paid clerk. 


One the great boons the new building

This sketch would incomplete without 
the indefatigable zeal Miss 
Austin, who raised the Library from small 
private association National Library for 
the blind the fullest sense the term. She 
died just her ideal was accomplished. Her 
friends have placed Memorial Tablet and 
Window the Library.

GARDNER’S TRUST FOR THE BLIND 

“Gardner’s Trust” endowment fund 
that assists the blind many ways, one 
the most important being the provision 
scholarships that enable blind boys and girls 
continue their professional, musical 
technical education after the age sixteen. 
1879 the late Henry Gardner left the sum 
£300,000 for the use the blind Eng- 
land and Wales. controversy arose between 
Mr. Gardner’s relatives and the Trustees, 
the manner spending the money, and the 
will was thrown into Chancery. Fortunately 
the machinery the Court Chancery has 
speeded since the days Charles Dickens’ 
exposure its fatal delays, “Bleak House.” 
After the payment expenses, the following 
scheme was approved for spending the income: 


Two-ninths shall applied instruct- 
ing the blind the profession Music. 
II. Two-ninths shall applied instruct- 
ing the blind suitable trades, handi- 
crafts and professions other than the 
profession Music. 
Two other such nine equal parts shall 
applied providing pensions for the 
poor and deserving blind who may 
incapable earning their livelihood. 
IV. The remaining three such nine equal 
parts shall applied such manner 
the Committee think best for the benefit 
the blind. 
the scholarships granted under Nos. 
and II, hundreds blind boys and girls have 


obtained that secondary training which the 
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Government unwisely refused give, and 
have been prepared through that training for 
self-maintenance. 

Under No. III, 225 pensioners are annually 
assisted. 

Under No. IV, gifts are made schools 
and societies for the purchase additional 
apparatus, fittings, books, etc., especially those 
needed for technical training. Gifts are made 
struggling institutions toward lands and 
buildings, when each pound made bring 
another the conditions attached the gift. 
Sums money are granted for outfit those 
starting trade profession. When ill- 
health other misfortune overtakes those 
business, help given till the recipient 
his feet again. 

one can estimate the benefit derived 
the blind England and Wales 
wise administration the Gardner Trust. The 
trust administered Hon. committee, 
one secretary and one clerk. Out 375 
candidates, Mr. Henry Wilson was elected 
for the post secretary, position has 
held for thirty-eight years. was his first 
duty organize the work under the deed 
trust drawn the Court Chancery. 
investigates all applications, and advises 
the committee the expenditure 
the money. The many objects which the 
income applied, has given Mr. Wilson 
inside knowledge the work for the blind 
Great Britain unequalled any other man 
the field. has been chairman every 
important committee all the different 
branches the work. 

His quickness perception, sympathetic at- 
titude, wise judgment, and the absolute im- 
partiality his rulings, won the esteem 
all his associates. His kindly adiness 
advise, and possible assist, any institute, so- 
ciety blind person that appealed him, 
gained their affection. was occasion for 
rejoicing when was appointed the Gov- 
ernment, Chairman the Advisory Board set 
assist the Minister Health under the 
new “Blind Aid Bill.” regret add, that 
next September, after thirty-eight years’ de- 
voted service, resigns the Secretaryship 
the Gardner Trust. 


COLLEGE TEACHERS AND ASSOCIATION 
TEACHERS 
These two associations have improved the 
attainments teachers, also their status and 
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salaries. 
schools for the blind varied greatly, and 


the qualifications teachers 


many low salaries prevented the 
managers from securing competent teachers, 
meeting was called the rooms the 
British and Foreign Association 1907 
consider the best means raising the stand- 
ard teaching these schools. scheme 
was presented His Majesty’s Inspector 
Special Schools, and after several meetings, 
was adopted. Council and Executive Com- 
mittee with Mr. Wilson Chairman was 
formed, certificate adopted, examiners ap- 
pointed, and arrangements made for the first 
examination. 

Its objects are (1) promote the training 
teachers, (2) raise their status giving 
them recognized position specialists 
the work education, (3) give teachers 
opportunity submitting their qualifications 
accredited body, (4) raise the tone 
and character the institutions generally, (5) 
diffuse means library, lectures and 
otherwise, information all matters con- 
nected with their education and the moral, 
mental and social conditions the blind, (6) 
encourage interchange thought and 
opinions, and promote fellowship. 


The College grants Fellowships those who 
have given distinguished service the educa- 
tion the blind over period not less than 
ten years. 


The Board Examiners chosen each 
year the Executive Committee, 
Syllabus amended. application, the can- 
didates must give proof that they have good 
knowledge the subjects taught English 
Elementary Schools. The regulations state 
definitely those who are eligible and insure 
certain amount previous training for ordi- 
nary schools. The examinations are held 
school for the blind where the candidates 
must teach classes the presence the ex- 
aminers. The following subjects are compul- 
sory. (1) Theoretical and practical knowl- 
edge Braille which means able read 
and write correctly ease. regard 
this valuable qualification you wish 
make your pupils good readers and writers. 
(2) Practical knowledge arithmetic, 
type and mental. Type boards for working 
problems are used much more England than 
here, and the candidates have work the ex- 
amples without the aid pencil and paper. 
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(3) Theory education applied the 
blind, including History the Education 


the Blind. (4) One lesson must given 
mathematics, English subjects general 
knowledge. 


Beside these compulsory subjects, one other 
must chosen from the following and 
scheme instruction presented well 
ing and recreation, cane-work, wood-work, 
chair-caning, hand and machine knitting and 
sewing, Braille music, typewriting 
hand. 

The College the start granted Hon. Cer- 
tificates teachers already employed who 
had given satisfaction for ten years. 

all schools under Government inspection 
and earning grant, Inspector requires 
the new teachers take the examination 
within two years after their engagement. 

While not think that any special train- 
ing needed for teaching blind children 
person has Normal training and possesses 
enthusiasm this examination 
leads teacher study carefully the points 
wherein the work differs from that the or- 
dinary schools. For this examination the 
teacher obliged acquire knowledge 
the special apparatus used schools for the 
blind. The candidates who pass with honors 
command the best salaries. 


ASSOCIATION OF TEACHERS 


The establishment the College Teach- 
ers soon led the formation Associa- 
tion Teachers the Blind. They wished 
their views various matters connected with 
their calling presented the “powers 
that be” with all the force that comes from co- 
operation. Its aims are quicken interest 
and stimulate thought, encourage research 
education, interchange opinion through 
meetings and bi-monthly magazine, and 
promote united action. England there are 
many sub-divisions the teaching profession. 
the first place there co-education ex- 
cept few experimental schools. The 
teachers seem prefer unite water-tight 
compartments, therefore there are separate 
Associations for Kindergarten, Elementary, 
Secondary and Training College Teachers. 
But that not the limit separation. There 
are Associations Head Masters and Head 
Mistresses, Assistant Masters and Mistresses, 
teachers Technical Training, 
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Gymnastics, Drawing, Music, Dancing, 
The -conferences are usually held 
week January. Most them publish 
periodical dealing with their own special needs 
and aims. The teachers the blind and deaf 
followed this example. 

Recently Registration Board include all 
classes teachers established, and 
through its influence effort being 
join the separate links strong chain, 
that will pull down the partitions between dif- 
ferent classes teachers and pupils, and lead 
all unite forward movement. 

UNION SOCIETIES AND AGENCIES FOR THE 

BLIND 

Where nearly all the assistance for the blind 
derived from charitable sources, there 
liability each locality overlapping, waste 
effort, misunderstanding and jealousy. 
1906 the six northern counties pointed out 
better way, and brought about Union all 
Agencies for the Blind the six counties. 
representative committee was formed, and 
paid secretary engaged. This good exampie 
led the formation six other Unions 
England and Wales. The first step was 
compile Register, then enlist fresh in- 
terest, and see that blind person their 
area was uncared for. You notice again the 
difference between the two countries. Much 
the work done State Commission was 
undertaken this Voluntary Committee. 
They are now affiliated with the Advisory 
Committee the new régime. 

PENSIONS 

There are many societies giving small pen- 
sions the blind, mostly centered London. 
The annual payment varies from £30. 
These amounts seem small, but they are 
eagerly sought after, and prevent some poor 
blind persons from being placed their rela- 
tives the workhouse, from begging 
the streets. The income mostly derived 
from old endowments, given 
the Clothworkers’ Company, founded 1718, 
which assists 648 persons over fifty years 
age. Charity, 1774, which has 
805 its list. The Indigent Blind Visiting 
Society combines the activities Home 
Teaching Society and Pension Society. Dr. 
Armitage began his work for the blind con- 
nection with this Society, and founded its 
Samaritan Fund from which weekly help

seems hardly credible Americans, that 
there was free education provided for 
seeing children until 1870, and 
from those who could pay, 
were collected weekly. Previous 
date, there were the Endowed Schools, like 
Eton, Harrow, Rugby, etc., private schools, 
and tutors governesses for the children 
the well-to-do. Sectarian zeal had also pro- 
vided some places, schools for the poor sup- 
ported the Church England, Methodists 
Roman Catholics, but even these were not 
free. has been well said that “the Pilgrims 
owe their appreciation common school 
education for every child, and their ideal 
little red school-house every community 
their stay Holland, not their Homeland.” 

late 1861 Government Commission, 
after thorough investigation, reported that 
England only one seeing child twenty was 
attending school worthy the name. The 
great obstacle free education had been the 
dissensions between the established Church and 
the Nonconformists. The Act 1870, after 
many discussions Parliament, effected 
compromise the religious question. There 
was Bible teaching, but catechism 
any particular sect. The governing authority 
was School Board chosen the people 
who were levy rate for the new schools. 
the amount raised the rate, the National 
Exchequer made grant for each child. The 
Act 1870 did not introduce compulsory at- 
tendance free education, but 1876 this 
was changed. Children must attend 
fourteen, but could leave twelve they had 
completed the Fourth Standard. 


COMMISSION THE BLIND AND DEAF 

After the passing the Education Act for 
seeing children, 1870, the persons actively 
interested the blind and deaf were con- 
stantly urging the Government provide 
act Parliament for the education the de- 
fective 


Usually the first step towards any reform, 
the appointment Government Commission 
investigate and report the subject. Such 
Commission was appointed for the blind and 
deaf 1886. Those interested the feeble- 
minded succeeded having the Commission 
enlarged include that class. That Commis- 
sion spent three years taking evidence and 
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visiting institutions the United Kingdom 
and Europe. 

Among the recommendations the Report 
was one the effect that the education the 
blind and deaf should compulsory and sup- 
ported from the rates. Often the Reports 
Royal Commissions are placed pigeon-hole, 
and left till the dust collects them. Fortu- 
nately, the President the Central Board 
Education was sympathetic, progressive man. 
received deputation experts the 
education the blind and deaf, and 1893 
brought bill providing compulsory educa- 
tion for blind and deaf children between five 
and sixteen years age. Scotland secured 
act 1890, but Ireland was not included. 


AID FROM SCHOOL BOARDS 


When the Education Act 1893 was passed 
making the education blind and deaf chil- 
dren compulsory, the School Boards had the 
choice establishing Day Centers, sending 
the children existing Residential Schools 
erecting schools their own. Many Boards, 
following the example London, started Day 
Centers the cost was much less. The lack 
good physical and musical training and 
early hand training was weak point the 
Day Classes. Children already present 
Residential Schools were allowed remain, 
but the School Board met only part the 
cost education and maintenance. Children 
from rural districts were necessity sent 
residential schools. The Poor Law Guardians 
had permissive powers, but were often unwill- 
ing pay more than nominal sum for the 
children chargeable them. All schools that 
drew the £5-5-0 per annum from the Na- 
tional Exchequer were examined Special 
Inspector appointed the Government. The 
payment from public authorities for mainte- 
nance and training did not meet the expense, 
and the education the blind was still largely 
left charity. The very day child became 
sixteen, the Superintendent would receive no- 
tice send the child home. 

Amendments the Act were urged 
ing the age beyond sixteen, but the Govern- 
ment felt had been generous giving the 
blind two more years than six- 
teen totally blind boy can prepared 
earn living, much less girl, and the Act 
increased the number blind people 
trade training and employment. 
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VOCATIONAL TRAINING 

Help came when the Technical Education 
Act 1902 was passed. broad interpre- 
tation, local Education Authorities could then 
continue the education blind children over 
sixteen. Through the efforts the Secretary 
the Midland Institution, Nottingham,—the 
Board Education expressed its willingness 
recognize certain institutions Technical 
Schools for the Blind they complied with 
the requirements set forth the Regulations 
for Day Technical Classes. small capitation 
grant, $15.00 per year, was paid for each pupil 
over sixteen upon satisfactory report from 
Inspector.- The first institution rec- 
ognized was “The Midland Institution,” Not- 
tingham,—others soon applied and were grant- 

Year year, there was increase the 
number blind boys and girls who received 
training after sixteen, either from Technical 
Scholarships County Councils, Boards 
Guardians, Gardner’s Trust, endowments 
the old institutions, annual subscriptions 
the benevolent, but many were still thrown 
upon the world 


APPOINTMENT DEPARTMENTAL COMMITTEE 

After 1893, many bills were brought before 
Parliament private members for the pur- 
pose obtaining more aid for the blind, but 
they failed secure Government support. 

When the seven Unions had compiled and 
analyzed their Registers, they had strong 
case lay before the Government. They 
showed that many the blind who had re- 
ceived industrial training could not received 
into workshops for lack room; that those 
who left school sixteen further 
that there were many between twenty 
and fifty who might become 
supporting given training and chance 
workshop; that there were many the aged 
blind the almshouses, the last place which 
the respectable blind poor should consigned. 
Deputations from the Unions, and pressure 
from the labor members, led the Government 
1914. Its instructions were consider the 
present conditions the blind the United 
Kingdom and the means available 
for:

(b) their assistance, and make 
mendations. 
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the Committee were experts the work, 
(including Wilson and Sir Pear- 
son), occulists, and the Assistant the Board 
Education. the members were 
blind men. The was the President 
the Local Gove. Board, Mr. Hayes 
Fisher.“ took view, had thorough 
grasp the whole and presided with 
firmness.” once called many wit- 
nesses. The presence London delegates 
the International Conference (June, 1914), 
enabled them learn the liberal assistance 
given the blind the Governments their 
own colonies and the United States. 

The report was issued July, 1917. Time 
does not allow complete summary this 
valuable Report(*), but the following are some 
the recommendations:

Residential Schools advantage 
over Day Centers. Mr. Charles Campbell’s 
suggestion early education Resident 
School and finishing course ordinary schools 
was deemed good for some children.

The woman who sits her 
Braille writer copying books for the blinded 
soldier read new picture Red Cross 
work, yet these women have had vital part 
the rehabilitation the war-blind.

The Braille 
alphabet was devised Frenchman, Louis 
Braille, himself blind, about 1834, 
been adapted the language every civilized 
nation. There are three ways producing 
Braille. may written hand, one dot 
time, with slate and stylus; may 
produced Braille writer where entire 
character can made single stroke; 
may embossed brass plates from which 
many paper impressions can made with 
printing press. The last obviously the best 
way, but also very expensive. costs 
five dollars thousand words stereotype the 
metal plates, after which there the expense 
embossing the paper sheets and binding 
them. 

“Penrod,” Booth Tarkington, was brailled 
expense over three hundred dollars. 
The price embossing “Love Stories,” 
Mary Roberts Rinehart, was about four hun- 
dred dollars. both cases the authors them- 
selves financed the work. 

Dots produced hand, either with slate 
writer, are quite satisfactory those made 


machinery. Writers now cost $32, and 
expert can transcribe six pages hour. With 
practice the slate one may write four pages 
hour. The slate has the advantage be- 
ing inexpensive ($1.90) and easily carried 
about. The only disadvantage hand work 
the fact that only single copy 
made time. 

Prior. 1917 two types (American Braille 
and New York Point) were used this coun- 
try. that year after long and careful in- 
vestigation and experiment, Revised Braille, 
Grade One and Half, was officially adopted. 

This was great step ahead gave 
but one system and that uniformity with 
other countries.

unusual and interesting. 

There were many women and some men 
throughout the country who wanted 
something for the blinded soldier. From 
among these Mrs. Rider organized band 
volunteers learn Braille transcribing. 
incredibly short time she was able place 
the hands the men Evergreen editorials 
from current magazines, topics the day, 
short stories, etc. 

the men learned read with greater 
facility and the transcribers became more pro- 
ficient, longer and longer work 
taken until the present time there nothing 
these devoted copyists will not and can not 
do. They have aided the masseur, undaunted 
long lists anatomical terms, they have 
helped the French student putting his les- 
sons into Braille for him. They have always 
been ready transcribe just what was most 
needed, whether for entertainment serious 
study.

Library Evergreen now contains nearly 
seven hundred hand-copied volumes covering 
wide range subjects. There are small 
books for beginners, standard works for the 
English student, many good short stories, and 
some popular novels. 
The collection has been augmented all 
the press-made books for adults available, 
about two hundred volumes. Many these 
were brailled through the American Library 
Association, which interested itself soliciting 
authors, publishers, clubs and individuals 
finance the embossing books, primarily for 
the blinded soldiers. 

Early the work groups were formed 
various places transcribe Braille. Ben- 
ington, Vermont, high-school class took 
altruistic study. group capable 
women Cleveland, Ohio, have contributed 
some excellent manuscripts. The Braille So- 
ciety Pittsburgh, Pa., has been real live 
wire, not only turning out many hand-copied 
books, but also financing the brailling some 
material the press.

All these have done splendid work. 
Other Chapters have taken Braille, and 
hoped that during the coming year many 
more will introduce this much-needed service 
into their peace-time programs. 

Mrs. Rider and her assistants stand ready 
aid every way those who are interested 
and purpose becoming transcribers. 

The plan followed hitherto has been give 
course ten lessons which can covered 
from two ten weeks, according the 
time the student willing give.

None more than the facility 
with which has learned read, and his 
eagerness for books. believe the library 
Evergreen largely responsible for this re- 
sult, and are proud it. Everyone who has

ACT PROMOTE THE WELFARE BLIND PERSONS 
GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND 


(16th August, 1920) 

enacted the King’s most Excellent 
Majesty, and with the advice and consent 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, this present Parliament assem- 
bled, and the authority the same, fol- 
lows: 

Every blind person who has attained the 
age fifty shall entitled receive and

RANDOLPH LATIMER 

For many years workers for the blind have 
known Mr. Randolph Latimer, who has re- 
cently been appointed Executive Secretary 
the Pennsylvania Association for the Blind, 
and they congratulate both Mr. Latimer and 
the Association. 

Mr. Latimer was born Maryland 1871 
and until was ten years age attended the 
local public school. Owing his defective 
vision entered the Maryland School for the 
Blind and did his work there satisfactorily 
that began teaching that school the 
age nineteen, giving them instruction 
practically every department, filling the post 
librarian and taking his full measure 
responsibility for the daily discipline the 
students. For the past ten years Mr. Latimer 
has been the head teacher the school and 
has become well-known educators the 
blind one the most thoughtful men 
his line. spite his heavy school duties 
took college course which enabled him 
secure his Ph.B. the year 1899, and the fol- 
lowing summer attended the summer school 
Harvard University where paid special 
attention the history and theory educa- 
tion. 

Until the past year Mr. Latimer 
doubtedly best known both this country and

1908 was instrumental organ- 
izing the Associated Blind Men Maryland, 
and 1909 the Maryland Association 
Workers for the Blind. Upon his departure 
from Maryland the local organizations ex- 
pressed their appreciation his assistance 
most gratifying manner, and all those who 
have had the privilege knowing 
Baltimore realize that has been very po- 
tent factor every good movement behalf 
the blind that locality. 

June, 1919, Mr. Latimer was elected pres- 
ident the American Association Workers 
for the Blind and re-elected his office 
1921. 

Whatever else Mr. Latimer may remem- 
bered for connection with the blind fair 
prophesy that will remembered long- 
est his capacity Chairman the Com- 
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mittee Incorporation the American 
Foundation for the Blind which came into ex- 
istence September, 1921. For many years 
many workers for the blind have advocated 
the establishment some national agency for 
all matters connected with work for the blind. 
Mr. Latimer his quiet and forceful way en- 
deavored gather together the various ideas 
upon this subject, and after great deal 
hard work submitted the American Asso- 
ciation Workers for the Blind 
1921 Convention tentative draft looking to- 
ward the creation Foundation for the 
Blind. his customary tact Mr. Latimer 
invited every known agency for the blind 
cooperate the evolution and revision 
this plan, that the Articles Incorporation 
and By-Laws the Foundation, which are 
printed this issue the represent 
the best thought this continent upon this 
subject. 

needless say that Mr. Latimer de- 
serves the sincere thanks every worker for 
the blind this country for his modest and 
fruitful efforts connection with the Ameri- 
can Foundation for the Blind. certainly 
only fair him say that would not have 
been brought such successful issue 
had not been for his devoted efforts its be- 
half. All wish Mr. Latimer the greatest pos- 
sible success his new field endeavor. 


FRANK LUMB 

Frank Lumb was born farm near 
Celina, Mercer County, Ohio, 1854. After 
the public schools for three years, 
lost his sight through scarlet fever the age 
nine, and continued his education the 
Ohio State School for the Blind, graduating 
the age nineteen. 


Though his right arm was partially disabled 
the same disease which owes his 
blindness, and though for that reason the 
teachers piano the school discouraged his 
learning that instrument, persevered, and 
mastered sufficiently able, later 
years, earn large part his living 
teaching music, and selling pianos, the 
country region near his home. His sum- 
mer vacations were spent this way, and 
during the school term traveled alone every 
week the 100 miles between Columbus and 
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Celina, give piano lessons, and keep going 
the classes had started the summer. 


After graduation, entered Ohio Wesleyan 
University, and had almost completed two 
years’ work, when was recalled the 
School for the Blind, under Supt. George 
Smead, 1878, fill vacancy teacher 
cabinet organ. Within few months was 
transferred the literary department, and has 
taught the high school ever since. 

Though his school work prevented his going 
with study Ohio Wesleyan, took ad- 
vantage the fact that the school located 
the same city with Ohio State University, 
pursue such courses there had leisure 
for, doing all about two more years’ work. 

the summer 1911 was made Princi- 
pal the school Supt. Edward Van 
Cleve, continuing hold this position 
July, 1919, when was himself appointed 
Superintendent. 

During his more than years’ service 
the State School, Mr. Lumb has always firmly 
maintained that there was reason why 
blind man should not successful superin- 
tendent such institution, and has been 
ambitious have the opportunity prove it. 
has three times taken civil service ex- 
amination for the place, and each time passed 
among the highest; but until 1919 had been 
unable convince the appointing board that 
was practicable have sightless man 
that position. 

Until within five years Mr. Lumb has owned 
and operated, through resident farmer, the 
farm which was born; has kept 
such condition that was pointed out 
model all that section; has been for years 
the sole support his father’s family; has 
dealt extensively and successfully 
estate, both the city and the country; has 
built two city houses, and engaged other 
financial transactions. The school has had few 
heads who have had more practical experience 
business matters. 

For years Mr. Lumb has been much sought 
after speaker the nights Pythias, 
which member, Chautauqua as- 
semblies, and teachers’ institutes. 

His own experience has made him especially 
sympathetic toward the blind, who have 
ways found him true and helpful friend.

Section The Oregon State Board 
Control shall govern, manage and administer 
the affairs the Oregon employment insti- 
tution for the blind defined Chapter 
the General Laws Oregon the spe- 
cial session 1920, and hereby granted 
full power, authority and supervision over the 
said institution said board control now 
has over the Oregon state hospital and other 
institutions provided Chapter VIII 
XXIV, Oregon Laws; and carrying 
into effect the provisions Section 
Chapter 39, the levy one-sixth (%) 
mill provided for therein, much thereof 
may necessary, hereby made available 
and may expended said board con- 
trol for the purpose acquiring site upon 
which erect and equip said institution, 
well for erecting and equipping the same. 

Section That for the purpose further 
carrying into effect the provisions said 
Section said Chapter 39, the said board 
control hereby authorized and empow-
